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Hospital Authorities Admit 


They Have No Right to 


San Francisco Land 


'Through Inadvertence' Suit 


to Quiet Title Was Begun 


SACRAMENTO. 
March 22.—With 


the remarkable statement .that 
suit 


was begun and title gained under the 
McEnerny act "through inadvertence," 
officials of the Francisca Maternity 
Hospital and Babies' Aid have ad- 
mitted that they have no right to the 
valuable block ot land in the Rich- 
mond district, for which tho City of 
&>fj Fracisco i.s now suing. 


This admission is contained in a re- 
port filed with Governor Johnson to- 
day by Chairman Neylan of the Board 
of-Control. The report was made in 
compliance with a resolution adopted 
early in the session at the Instance of 
Assemblyman Scott of San Francisco, 
asking the board to investigate the 
manner in which the hospital obtained 
title to the property. Seott declared 
that not long ago the officals of the 
Institution made an attempt to sell 
some of the property, and in this way 
it was discovered that the land had 
Mbeen obtained by gift of the city un- 
«er a trust deed, which stipulated that 
It should never be sold. 


' 
SUED TO Q1JIET TITLE. 


The block, which is bounded 
by 
Clement, Twenty-ninth. Point Lobos 
and Thirtieth streets, was given by the 
city during the time William Alvord 
•was Mayor. Last year, taking adxap-., 
tage of the McEnprny Act, tho hospi- 
tal filed suit to quiet title, and May 10 
obtained a decree.' Examination of the 
verified complaint filed in that action 
shows that Kate Palache, secretary of 
the board of directors, made affidavit 
i-lhat the hospital "was entitled to the 
^rull possession of the land in foe sim- 
ple," and that no other person or per- 
sons had any valid claim to it. No 
mention was made in the complaint of 
the existence of the-trust deed nor of 
the conditions attached to the deed of 
gift when the city gave the land to the 
Institutions for charitable purposes. 


SUBSTANTIATES CITY. 


Neylan In his report sets forth these 
'facts, and substantiates the city's title 
to the land in question. He says in his 
findings that Oscar T. Barber, who was 
the attorney in the suit, and Katherine 
Felton, Dr. Emily G. Harrison 
and 


• Jlrs. Charles A. Hawkins, directors of 
the hospital, have admitted that the 
suit to quiet title through which the 
city lost its rights, was filed "through 
inadvertence.'' All declared, accord- 
ing to Neylan's findings, that it had 
not been their Intention "to get any 
stronger title than originally existed." 
When the discoverey uas made that 


the city's interest in the land had been 
lost through the suit. City Attorney 
Long began a suit, -nhich is now pcnd- 
Jng, to have the decree set aside and 
the city's title affirmed.

over. 


FETCH TESTIFIES. 


The most interesting testimony was 
given by Stanley Finch, in charge of 
the department of Justice's campaign 
against white slavery. Miss Archibald 
Hopkins, president of the Women's 
Welfare , Association; 
Mrs. 
Adolph 


Kahn," 'president of the Jewish 
AVo- 
men's Alliance, Mr&. Harvey W. Wiley, 
representing 
the Consumers' League 
and the Housekeeping Alliance; Mrs. 
J. P. S. Neligh, matron of Neighbor- 
hood House, and Dr. W. C. Woodward, 
health officer of the,. District of Co- 
lumbia. 
"To my mind 90 per cent of the so- 
oiB| nvil ^ th« 'fault of the men," said 
Finch. "It does not appear In our in- 
vestigation that the wnae slave cases 
would have been pi evented by a mini- 
mum wage law. 


"Men not only have the wrong atti- 
tude and the wrong disposition to- 
ward women, but they have PO much 
money with which to tempt them that 
unless we can educate the men to ap- 
preciate the enormity of the offense 
we will have a problem before us re- 
gardless of what the wage's of women 
may be." 
"What about the Institution of the 
whipping post as iv punishment for the 
crime of leading 
women 
astray?" 
asked Lieutenant-Governor O'Hara of 
Illinois, chairman of tho commi.ssion. 


"My own ootnion is that hanging is

good," said Finch. 
"In 
many cases it is certainly merited." 
"What of mashing?" asked O'Hara.

"Then you believe that the boy who 
goes out Innocently to flirt is an aid to 
the cadets?"

Seven patients who wore tmite'1 by 
Dr. Frlodmann at, Bellevuo last Mon- 
day walked into the clinical chamber 
and publicly announced their condl- 
:lon. 
Another patient—almost dying 
when he received the injection six 
days ago—was wheeled In. 


PATIENTS "NO WORSE." 


The patients were questioned by 
Dr. John Winters Brannan of Bello- 
vue, who, after each had told of his 
condition, summed up tho situation 
for the clinic !n these words: 
"Tho condition of the first injected 
patients is practically unchanged. Six 
have gained from tllroo-quartora of a 
pound to four and one-half pounds In 
weight. 
Dr. Frledmann looks for a 
change under subjective treatment. 
The patientT certainly feel no worsp. 
Weight gains are not indicative. We 
count on a gain In weight here duo 


nursing and wholesome food."

;hc way, new patients wore whcelod 
n, thighs, and in gome cases, armn 
wero bared, nnd Dr. Friedlnann be- 
gan Injections.

Fisher gave In his home In New Havan 
today, he advanced the belief that the 
top note of "foolis! social rivalry," gen- 
erally speakins, had been reached. 


"Of course." explained Prof. Fisher, "I 


do not me&.n to say the end of foolish ex- 
travagenco has come. 
What I mean is 


hat the character of social racing, speak- 
ing broadly, has 
undergone a 
great 
change. 


"Today 
we ara realizing an artlsto- 
cracy of work and usefulness which is 
taking place of the old aristocracy of 
eisure and vanity. 


"Today we are not only, setting up 


such an aristocracy, which great wealth 
makes -possible, but our richest men have 
already set the fashion and their 
ex- 


ample is rapidly being followed by the 
rank and file of the less rich. 


NOTABLE RIVALRY. 


"Instead of engaging in a social cut 


throat competition to see which one can 
give the grandest ball or the most gor- 
geous Sinner, two of the world's rich men, 
John D. Rockefeller and Andrew Carnegie, 
are engaged in a notable rivalry to see 
which one can do the most good to hu- 
manity in the endowment of colleges 
and scientific research work. 
~ "We, no doubt, always shall have the 
desire for a 
certain 
distinction 
that 


wealth can give. But Instead, of vulgar 
display and foolish vanity there is a grad- 
ual tendency among the rich to distin- 
guish themselves by their large bene- 
factions instead of by their expenditures. 


"We are gradually' getting away from 


the old idea that getting up in the world 
meant to get rid of work and to be a gen- 
tleman one must lead an ideal and use- 
less life." 


Prof. Fisher described many spectacu- 


lar extravagances Indulged In by sons 
of the rich Americans abroad and added: 


"John D. Rockefeller Jr. closely resem- 


bles, to my mind, the ideal son of a 
rich man. He is winning distinction for 
the vast good he is doing for humanity. 


"Extravagant dress is a radical relic 


of the past," said the professor. "Ideas 
of leisure were BO dominant in the old 
days that men went in for expensive 
clothes as much as women. Court dress 
is the survival of that. Today ext:ava- 
gant dressing is left to the vanity of 
women. 


"The woman's movement today is the 


center of gravity of woman's Interest. 


"There is a notable tendency among 


rich women today to follow the exam- 
ple of the millionaires. Rockefeller, Car- 
negie, Frlck and Phlpps, and distinguish 
themselves In benefiting humanity. 


WOMEN'S BENEFACTIONS. 


"Wo hear more today of the benefac- 


tions of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, 
Mrs. 


Helen Gould Shepard, Mrs. E. H. Har- 
riman and Mrs. Russell Sago than wo 
do of great rivalry In social entertain- 
ment among theso womon of vast wealth, 
their Jewels and other possessions which 
& fortune can grant. 


"To use great wealth to set standards 


of luxury and extravagance is doing la- 
finite Injury to society. 


"If we study the history of Newport 


or some fashlonabia resorts we find that 
social racing has gradually resulted In 
Betting a pace which only the most 
wealthy can keep up and that, even for 
them, expenditure represent* cost rather 
than satisfaction. 


"Much has been said of late about 


the Importance of living the simple life, 
but so far as I am aware there has been 
no analysis to show why it Is not lived. 


"Social racing extends from the top to 


the bottom of the ioclal ladder. 


"That the character of social racing 


Is rapidly turning into channels for so- 
cial benefit is a most encouraging sign 
of the times. Perhaps some day great 
wealth with Us foollgh extravagance- 
like other great wastes—may b» caught 
and harnessed and mad* to do somo of 
the world's work.

ThB.annual.jreport of the Berlin Cham. 
ter of Commerce, which has just been is- 
sued, contains the followlne comment on 
the economic progress of the German col- 
onies during 1912: 


The' year 1912 was favorable to the de- 


velopment of the German colonies, ^ven 
though there was,, not such a marKed for- 
ward movement as. occurred In 1909, for 
example, good results are to .be observed 
In the case of each of them. Disasters 
such ' as insurrections, harvest failures, 
etc., were quite absent; in comparsoin 
with 1911, therefore, an essential improve- 
ment may bo said to have taken place. 


The substantial progress of railway 


construction is of special significance. The 
completion of tho East African Central 
Railway' as far as Tabora is of first im- 
portance. 
The. receipts' of t-Be colonial 


railways were large, surpassing, on cer- 
tain lines the receipts of the previous year 
by 60 per cent. The railroad construc- 
tion In Southwest Africa, for which ap- 
propriations bad been made by the Reichs- 
tag, was finished,, and tjat system may 
now be regarded as complete. The traffic 
reports show 'decreasing figures! Deduc- 
tion's as to the prosperity' of the colony 
are not, however, to be drawn from this 


i fact, as the occasion for the falling off Is 
tho decline in the movement of railway 
construction materials anq in the trana- 
jportation of troq'ps. There has been a 
' healthy development of railway traffic 
i in Togo and Kamerun, especially In Kam- 
erun, where by the completion of the 
Northern Railway and the opening up of 
the Duala-Bidjoka lino large new districts 
in which valuable woods and palm oil are 
available for export, have bean tapped. 
The Shantung (China) Una (from Tslng- 
tau) has been joined to -the Chinese gov- 
ernment railroad at Tientsln-Pukow, and 
can report good results for the year In 
spite of the political disquietude in China. 


As to particular colonial products: Tile 


prices for sisal hemp were very high, the 
demand increased considerably and as a 
result exportation1 grew. Rubber hat be- 
come cheaper, but has still reamlned uni- 
formly at profitable prices. The prices for 
cacao have somewhat improved. There 
were favorable -quotations for palm oil and 
palm kernels. In East Africa the culti- 
vation of cotton has extended and In a 
less degree In Togo. There has been 
particular expansion In planting kapok. 
Promising experiments Ciave been mado 
in Kamerun with the establlnbment oi 
tobacco plantations and cultivation 01 
bananas. The results obtained with plan- 
tations would have in general been muoh 
bett«r if a marked shortage of suitable 
labor had not forced a' restriction of oper- 
ations.

Tho company's Intention is to utilise the 
sawdust and refuse for fuel by Installing 
plants at tha mills, the Idea being to uso 
iiifc uliiUitiuL i/ijt<ila uo auu*ttlul«On« iu* 
stead of establishing n. fcentrtl power 
plant, thus avoiding tne hauling expense. 
This will not only minimise the risk of 


accident to the plant. Interfering with tk* 
regular supply, but will also, la furnish- 
In^ steam heat, enable the company to 
supply it over a wide area with much 
lower pressure than if furnished from a.

,AN FRANCISCO, March 22.—

They had not looked for the 
Congressmen to begin por- 
tioning out the jobs among 
themselves. 
It was a sad 


blow to their hopes that the 


Democratic representatives 
had followed the ex- 


ample of the state committee in passing the pie ex- 
clusively among themselves. 


But from what I hear Raker's endorsement by his 


colleagues will not do him any good. I understand 
it has disgusted the President. 
He expected the 


Congressmen to help out in Congress the policies 
he had in view and is disgusted to find they are 
seeking jobs for themselves. 


The President has just been made aware of the 


fact that the Democratic Congressmen from Cali- 
fornia have listed themselves under the head of 
political accidents. 
They do not expect to be re- 


elected and they know what to expect when the 
new tariff bill is passed. Therefore they are start- 
ing out to get themselves appointed to fat jobs, 
leaving the party's legislative program to get along 
without their valuable assistance. But this does 
not suit the President and I understand that he is 
indisposed to listen to their endorsements either for 
themselves or for anybody else. As an important 
factor Raker deceased the moment his colleagues 
endorsed him for District Judge. 


Raker's qualifications for the office of Federal 


District Judge are not impressive. His judicial ex- 
perience was limited to one term as Superior Judge 
of Modoc County. As admirality law cuts a large 
figure in the Federal court practice, especially in 
San Francisco, Raker's inexperience is conspicuous. 
There is no admiralty practice ,in Alturas, the only 
navigable waters in that section being Honey Lake, 
which is uncharted in the geography of politics. 


But Raker labors under another handicap. The 


President has seen him. Wilson has a scholar's re- 
gard for the niceties of speech and has not a high 
regard for any man's learning who says, "I seen" 
for I saw and uses "ain't" at the beginning of every 
sentence. Raker has a supreme contempt for the 
king's English. He is inclined to believe it a relic 
of tyranny which should be discarded. At any rate 
he mangles it on all occasions. His interviews with 
the President always leave Wilson quivering with 
indignation at the barbarism inflicted on the mother 
tongue. 
•Tivoli Opera Season 


"What do you think of the Tivoli opera season?" 


I asked of a veteran musician. 


"It is a howling success," was his reply. "It is a 


combination unique in its character—a vocal dis- 
play of the nightingale and the peacock. It is the 
first time that I have ever known a grand opera 
season to be floated on the capital of one singer 
and one pretty woman. Tetrazzini has a beautiful 
voice but a dumpy figure. Mary Garden has a beau- 
tiful figure and no voice to speak of. She is simply 
a good looker and a fine actress." 


The engagement is not so successful at the box 


office as it is in the newspapers. Several perfor- 
mances have been given to half houses. The Ger- 
man operas especially have been badly cut. The 
Germans are fond of music, but they can't be 
"bulled" into accepting a third-class performance as 
first class. Loyal as they are to Wagner, they will 


•jjiot pay $7 a seat for $3 opera—and that is what 
' Dippel is giving them, save when Tetrazzini sings. 


Mary Garden made a hit as Thais, but she made a 


lamentable failure as Carmen. Contrary to expec- 
tations, she presented Carmen as a lisping prude, a 
drawing room miss of the most orthodox pattern. 
How is that for a spit-fire of a Spanish gypsy work- 
ing in a cigarette factory and making hot love at 
first sight to a soldier? There are recollections of 
Minnie Hauck still surviving among the older opera 
goers of San Francisco and Mary Garden's colorless 
performance almost brought tears to the eyes of 
old rounders who had seen Carmen sung, or rather 
played, as it should be played. 


"Why old fat Collamarini, who couldn't sing and 


who lnok<ad like a sauab and who used to sine1 at 
the old Tivoli for 50 and 75 cents, was a better Car- 
men than Mary Garden," said one disgusted old 
rounder. "Why, this is a peacock dress parade," he 
added, "and not a performance of Carmen." 


And that about sums it up. Mary Garden is the 


best advertised singer on the American stage and 
probably the very worst of the class with which she 
is ranked, but her talents as an actress cannot be 
gainsaid and if she would sing'correctly her voice 
has much to commend it; but she has about all the 
faults that a singer can have, and she really refuses 
to give her vocal powers a fair chance. She may

The "Bazoo" Brothers 


The "Bazoo" Brothers, on the Board of Super- 


b-visors, are still building railroads. 
™- . . 
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men wore elected, but is the name now given them 
by the public. They consist of Andy Gallagher and 
George Gallagher. These are not brothers by blood, 
but brothers, in political arms. 


Do not think that they are actually building 


municipal roads that will relieve the terrible con- 
gestion that is stifling the growth of San Fran- 
cisco! No, that it. not the case! 


Andy Gallagher was a close friend and admirer 


of the Schmitz-Ruef administration. During that 
period his trumpet voice was silent. But now things 
are different. He wants to be mayor when Rolph's 
term is ended, and believes that politics are more 
influenced by talk than by action. Consequently he 
is building what is called the "Bazoo" roads, the 
"Bazoo" being an early Calrfornian description of a 
loud voice without results. 


The "Bazoo" railroad does not require any bonds 


to build it, and only requires to carry two passen- 
gers, to wit: Andy Gallagher, for mayor, and George 
Gallagher, who always supports him, for any old 
office. 


Thus, when making speeches for the dear people 


there are only two people actually benefited. But, 
having made arrangements in advance with a small 
evening paper to publish his speech, at every Mon- 
day's meeting, Gallagher builds a "Bazoo" railroad. 


This has the advantage of not costing the people 


anything; filling their eyes with dust and taking 
their thoughts from the only municipal railroad— 
the Geary street—which required ten years to build 
and is not paying. 


Whether the "Bazoo" road, which goes all around 


the city and crosses it at all convenient streets, will 
carry Andy Gallagher to the mayor's office, 
and 


George Gallagher to some other job with a good 
salary, Jhe engineers do not say. But, more likely, 
they will wear the people out, and find themselves 
on the scrap heap. 
Troubles of Geary Street Road 


The Geary Street Municipal Road had a bad acci- 


dent, killing one person and wounding a number of 
others, some, perhaps, fatally. 


This is the second disaster that has occurred to 


this newspaper "pet," which is running at a big 
deficit to the city. 


Had this occurred on a private road, there would 


have been a loud demand on the part of the press 
and the agitators for drastic investigation, for super- 
visorial belligerency, and newspaper 
demand for 


confiscation of the property. 


But the Geary street road, being a fetish, 
the 


Supervisors will find that the accident was the act 
of God, and the press indulge in numerous explana- 
tions. 


The fact is, the contrast between the service on 


the Geary Street Road and the regular service is a 
matter of general comment, in favor of the latter, 
the only difference being that the public patronizes 
the regular service to such an extent as to choke the 
cars, while the Geary street "spoiled child" is run- 
ning its cars practically empty during a large part 
of the day. 


The public ownership people realize that they must 


make a better showing and are frantically shouting 
for extension. 


But, otherwise than the Market street extension, 


which E. P. E. Troy is trying to forbid, in the 
referendum election on the 22d, and the one to the 
beach, no more can be built without a bond issue, 
and the public shows an increasing disinclination to 
turn its money over to the agitators to be experi- 
mented with and wasted. 
Supervisor Koshland's Latest 


That youthful municipal statesman, Koshland, has 


been trying to redeem himself from his discovery by 
Mayor Rolph, while using a municipal automobile at 
Uncle Tom's Cabin, entertaining friends, by new 
municipal suggestions. 


Koshland, it will be remembered, when found by 


the mayor, feasting his friends, whom he had carried 
to Uncle Tom's Cabin in a municipal automobile, 
made the claim that he was simply taking them out 
to Crystal Springs to solve the Spring Valley water 
problem, so as to save the people further 
trouble, 


and, 
as part of the process, had to feed his friends 


at Uncle Tom's Cabin to keep them alive, so that the 
work would not fail. 


Now, he insists that all Spring Valley suggestions 


be printed on the ballot on the 22d of April at the 
Weller Recall and Referendum election, and that the 
citizens be invited to direct the municipal authori- 
ties exactly how to act to procure Spring Valley 
without Spring Valley's consent. 


The trouble with Koshland's latest is that the 


Supervisors cannot act before the 24th—that is next 
Monday. 


The referendum recall election occurs on the 22d 


of April. The charter specifically provides that no 
referendum whatever shall be submitted to the peo- 
ple unless ordered at least thirty days before 
the 


election occurs; therefore, Koshland's plan" cannot 
possibly be put into effect, under the law, and is 
strictly for the galleries and Koshland. 


This action, however, indicates clearly the diffi- 


culties surrounding Mayor Rolph in his efforts to 
make San Francisco a great city—with Koshland 
and the two Gallaghers and a few others, making 
of the Board of Supervisors nothing but an old-time 
political convention where platforms are made with 
molasses to catch flies. 


Aleck Vogelsang, chairman of the public utili- 
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why Los Angeles could accomplish things that could 
not be done by San Francisco. 


"Well," said McNab, "the difference can be easily 


seen. Los Angeles is a hen that cackles after .she 
has laid an egg; San Francisco is a hen that cackles 
before she lays an egg, and very often does not lay 
at all."

They always considered the 
Call building on 


Third and Market streets a monument to the family. 


When Glaus Spreckels' will left the fortune to 


Rudolph and Gus Spreckels, which will carried the 
building on Third street with it, Rudolph and Gus, 
as executors, served notice on the 
Call — John D. 


Spreckels' property — to move out at the end of the 
lease, which is a little over a year. 


John D. Spreckels resolved that the moving should 


not signalize a Spreckels decline, as far as his side 
of the family was concerned, or any deterioration as 
to place of business, so he laid his plans fur the pur- 
chase of that glorious corner, which most real estate 
men think will be the commercial center of the State 
of California, and will thereon erect a building that 
will make the now Call building look like a tallow 
candle. 


As retail business is rapidly moving up town, this 


Till be the best possible site, and the majesty of the 
building will not only commemorate the name of its

San Francisco, but will completely overshadow the 
efforts of the other members of the Spreckels family, 
who are not noted as builders, as witness the mag- 
nificent Lick House site and its present improve- 
ments — so the rivalry between the brothers in this 
instance, and a certain idealism, is going to produce 
on this hitherto neglected corner the grandest build- 
ing on the Pacific Coast. 
Heating Up the Weller Recall 


Efforts are again being made to fire the popular 


heart against Judge Weller. One would think the 
fate of the nation depended upon the recall of one 
poor police judge — the word poor being used in a 
double sense — from the violent exertions made to 
create the belief that the cause of purity demands 
Weller's dismissal from the bench. Weller is not a 
bad fellow nor a bad judge,* as police judges go, but 
if he were ten times as bad as the people who are 
assailing him say he is, no great moral reform would 
be effected by recalling him. 


Some people are getting a lot of cheap advertising 


for themselves by posing as defenders of judicial 
morals — lawyers without practice; feminine agita- 
tors and long-haired citizens with an itch for office. 
And the preachers — that is, a certain type of pul- 
piteer anxious to create a sensation, particularly if 
it be noisome and scandalous, and who are always 
fighting evil in the concrete; whose own purity is 
manifested by assaults on the purity of others, for- 
getful of the maxim of the man of Nazareth who 
said, "Let him that is without sin cast the first 
stone." 


We have Dr. Aked, for example, who is not an 


American citizen and who has been only a short 
time in San Francisco, but in that short time has 
managed to get into the limelight on every possible 
occasion. 
Enlisted with him is a suffragette re- 


cently arrived from England, who has undertaken 
to tell the people of San Francisco who are fit and 
who are unfit to hold judicial office in this country. 
Then there are some lawyers — a very few — who 
would have never been heard of but for the speeches 
they have been making, mostly to women, for the 
recall of Weller. 


The whole thing is a sort of bear baiting excur- 


sion in which morality cuts but a very small figure. 
It's a dress parade of seekers for notoriety, and un- 
fortunately the lesson that should be administered 
to laxities on the bench is entirely lost sight of in 
the character of the campaign 
being conducted. 


Weller is being made a victim of, not that he is. en- 
tirely guiltless in the matter of reducing the bail 
for Hendricks, but that the punishment is alto- 
gether in disproportion to the 
offense. 
Worse 


things have been done by other judges in the police 
court since this hurrah against Weller began and 
they have passed unnoticed. Therefore the object 
of the crusaders is not to purify the bench, but to 
show what they can do and will do if their demands 
are not heeded in future. Half these people who 
are railing at Weller are signing petitions and urg- 
ing the Governor and prison directors to pardon or 
parole scoundrels who have committed the gravest 
of offenses. 


The leader in the combination is the unspeakable 


Bulletin, which is in the business of arguing that 
nobody ought to be sent to prison; that capital 
punishment ought to be abolished and that convicts 
ought to.be allowed to choose their own hours of 
labor and their own time for rendering obedience 
to prison officials.

limits of fairness and is not now for the purpose 
or administering a rebuke but for the purpose of 
Riving effect to a decree entered up by a parcel of 
people who wish it understood their word is law in 
San Francisco. 


The real offense that Weller committed was in 


reducing the bail fixed 
by another judge. He 


should not have allowed himself to have been im- 
posed upon. It was not his fault that Hendricks 
ran away. It has not been an uncommon thing in 
San Francisco in the past for cash bail to be fixed 
at a figure that would allow the 
defendant to 


nbscond, and this has not been without the knowl- 
edge and consent of the police authorities. In some 
cases the police thought, with the best of motives, 
that it is for the best interest of the city that an 
undesirable citizen should abscond with a charge 
of felony hanging over him, leaving $1000 or $2000 
cash to go into the city's revenue rather than have 
an expensive trial with the uncertainity of convic- 
tion and the chance of keeping a person in town 
who was a menace to good order. It is by no means 
certain that Hendricks would have been convicted 
had he remained and stood his trial. With this 
charge of felony hanging over him it is certain that 
he will not return, and wherever he goes he will be 
careful how he behaves himself because if he does 
come in conflict with the law, he knows he will 
have to answer to this charge in San Francisco. He 
has left the city $1000 in cash and he has deprived 
the city of an undesirable resident and at the same 
time is under bonds to keep the peace wherever he 
goes. 
Young Girls and Joy Rides 


Speaking of Judge Weller and the Hendricks 


case brings to mind the numerous automobile acci- 
dents of late in which young girls have figured—• 
one was killed and others badly injured. The read- 
iness of young girls to go joy-riding with strange 
men partly intoxicated is a sign of the times not to 
be mistaken. It is evidence of a lq,ck of parental 
supervision and loose moral training that bears the 
usual fruit. 


When girls accept invitations to go joy-riding 


after dark with half-drunken strangers, stopping 
at roadhouses to rag and drink, it is not strange 
that attentions of the grosser sort are forced upon 
them, and that their willingness to engage in di- 
versions smacking of the riotous and unconven- 
tional should be construed as a willingness to par- 
ticipate in pleasures still more immoral and repre- 
hensible. It is only natural that roystering blades, 
when under the influence of liquor, will make inde- 
cent advances to strange women who are willing to 
ride and drink with them after nightfall. 


The occasional accident reveals a condition that 


would be truly shocking if its extent were fully un- 
derstood. Only by reading between the lines can a 
fair idea be gained of what this joy-riding evil 
really means. 


Why are young girls under twenty so ready to 


get into an automobile with a stranger under the 
influence of drink and go down the line in the night 
hours ? When anything happens parents are fierce- 
ly indignant that liberties should be taken with 
their daughters. How came their daughters in a 
position where strangers are able to take liberties 
with them? What were their parents doing while 
their girls were out joy-riding with strange men? 
What sort of home-training have girls had who go 
out riding at night with strangers? 
' " Drink, passion and opportunity in combination 
put morality and self-restraint to the severest test; 
for man remains an animal under the veneer of 
civilization. But how come girls decently bred and 
trained to place themselves when they are open to 
the disgusting familiarities of lecherous men in- 
flamed by whisky, and who are encouraged by soli- 
tude and! darkness to prosecute their designs? 


That is a question none of our vice crusaders 


have undertaken to answer or even to discuss. They 
find it more' convenient and spectacular to attack 
some individual manifestation of the evil than to 
go at the evil itself. 
If parents would keep their 


girls at home and teach them to shun the compan- 
ionship of strange men, to spurn the joy-ride and 
the associations of the "Beach" joints, there would 
be fewer distressing accidents and scandalous reve- 
lations of nitfht rides and attempted improprieties. 
Why Blame Norway? 


The mystery of the "blonde Eskimos" of the 


north still remains unsolved, but Dr. Frederick Cook 
and Captain Roald Amundsen have contributed their 
part to the controversy.

ly not least.

He sug- 
gested that the explanation of their presence near 
the North Pole might be that several Norwegian 
exploring parties had been wrecked in the Arctic re- 
gions, and that this strange tribe might be the de- 
scendants of some of these Norse sailors. 


Captain Amundsen was welcomed in Oakland yes- 


terday with high honors. Although his fame has 
circled the world, Amundsen is of a democratic na- 
ture, and he chatted happily with a group of news- 
paper men and others at the Hotel Oakland after 
his arrival. He was told of Dr. Cook's theory, and 
a young reporter asked him what he thought about 
the explanation. 


"Well, there have been a number of Norwegians 


in those waters," responded Amundsen, "but I 
would not care to have them held responsible for 
too much."

Sinking at ffte E/eefric Railroads. 
j 


Senator Carr's electric railroad bill, now pending in the Legis-1 


lature, should be styled a bill to put an end to electric railway de-' 
velopment in California. Doubtless Senator Carr introduced this 
bill with the best of motives, but it places the construction of 
electric railways under restrictions so numerous and drastic as 
to virtually forbid the granting of any more franchises or the 
construction of any new lines. It shortens the life of franchises 
to a term that will make electric railroad building unprofitable, 
but worse still, it provides for a system of regulation so sweeping 
as to virtually deny the owners of a railway the right to control 
their property after they have created it. 


This State needs transportation competition and an extension 


of rapid transit facilities, but under the guise of regulation the 
Carr bill would destroy all incentive to railroad building. In re- 
serving rights for the people, the Carr bill leaves none for the 
stockowners and bondholders. We cannot conceive that anybody 
would benefit by the passage of this bill unless it would be the 
steam railroads and the electric roads now in existence. 


The biH limits the life of all franchises to thirty years. It 


will be practicably impossible to finance new enterprises having 
so short a franchise existence. No allowance is made for time 
required to construct new lines and reduce them to orderly oper- 
ation—a period of large outgo and little or no income. As a 
sinking fund will have to provide for the redemption of bonds 
during the life of the franchise, it is easy to see that nothing will 
be left for the stockowners in the way of dividends or profits, nor 
for the conservation of their invested capital. 


This of itself would be prohibitory of electric railroad build- 


ing, or the extension of systems already built, but the provision 
making franchises subject to termination at a specified period of 
not more than ten years from the date of the grant, and at speci- 
fied intervals of not more than five years thereafter, is a still 
more insuperable barrier to private capital engaging railroad de- 
velopment. Under this section of the bill any railroad system 
hereafter constructed could be dislocated at will, or deprived of 
the control, or use even, of its terminals, and reduced to a thing 
of shreds and patches, unable to successfully compete with older 
railway corporations or operate as a coherent whole between in- 
itial and terminal points. A system could be deprived of its most 
vital and profitable parts, and the fragments left on .the hands of 
the builders and owners. No man would care to invest his money, 
either as-stockholder or bondholder, in a railroad subject to such 
conditions. 


Take, for example, an interurban commercial railroad connect- 


ing several cities or towns, and, in the manner of such roads, usu- 
ally running through the heart of each town. Consider also the 
terminals of such lines in different cities. If, for any reason, the 
council or board of trustees of any of the cities or towns upon the 
line decided to do so, they might take over an integral part of the 
entire system, subject it to different rules and regulations, con- 
vey or lease it to different interests, and thereby destroy the 
homogeneity of the system. The large bulk of traffic moves 
from center to center, not from points between th,e centers. After 
a road is laid out, excellent terminals are acquired, upon the own- 
ership of which the success of the road and its ability to meet its 
obligations depend. Were a system so to be deprived of its termi- 
nals, And the same placed under municipal operation, or under the 
operation of a rival or competing company, there would be intro- 
duced into the problem of railroad financing an element of uncer- 
tainty which would deter any investor from putting his money 


* into a property whose vital organs might be taken out at the end 


of ten or fifteen years, long before the maturity of its bonds.

It seems to have been framed on the presumption that 
railroads will be built somehow by somebody on any terms that 
may be laid down. The law of economics cannot be abrogated, 
however, by legislative statute. Men engage in railroad building 
precisely as others engage in fanning, selling drygoods or pack- 
ing fruit—for profit. They will not put their money, brains and 
energy in enterprises that will yield them no return and which 
they are not permitted to control, or which may be taken from 
them when they have developed such enterprises into successful 
ventures. 


Evolution is the law of railroad building and operation. The 


Carr bill not only puts an embargo on building new roads, but it 
stifles expansion, and destroys competition by taking away the 
motive. Some of the provisions of the bill are clearly in conflict 
with the Public Utilities Act which was enacted only two years 
ago, and others invade constitutional principles if they do not actu- 
ally transgress the letter of the constitution. As a whole they are 
unjust in the large sense that they infringe the rights of owner- 
ship and create unnecessary and unwise obstacles to development. 
We have created an elaborate machinery for the regulation and 
control of public utilities, especially transportation corporations, 
and now a bill is presented which practically forbids private capi- 
tal to create additional transportation facilities. The effort will 
be to strengthen the hold of systems already in operation and to 
retard tha growth and development of the State; railway enter- 
prise now In process of development will be crippled, and capital 
seeking investment in California will be warned off the premises 
as unwelcome and undesirable. 


The Carr bill is an example of trying to legislate human na- 


ture out of business and business out of railroad building. It is 
at war with progress and the fundamental principle of all enter- 
prise. It would not be so bad if it were not an ill-digested, unwise 
attempt to put this growing commonwealth of ours in hobbles and 
blinders. It is to be hoped that there is enough sanity and sober 
common sense in the Legislature to avert the disaster the passage

In view wag organized several months ago 
In Boston, and about 1100 acres of land 
ha\o been purchased near the city of 
Xaasau in the island of New Providence 
A large number of shoots to be planted 
over tnls land will shortlj arrive from 
Mexico, and special machinery for ex- 
tracting ths rubber and fibrous by-pro- 
ducts by a secret process has been or- 
dered from the United States 


It Is understood that approximately 


6000 rubber vines will be planted to the 
acre 
After six months' growth the rub- 


ber vino 13 said to be 12 to 30 feet long. 
The vines will be cut in about 12 months, 
when there will be presumably 3 pounds 
ot shrub to t/ie plant as a minimum, 
yielding about 2 per cent of rjbbcr, or 
200 pounds of rubber to an acre. 


The rubber JUlco Is contained chiefly In 


the lactiferous ducts of tho bark, tjjlf'W 
same extent also in the wood of the stem; 
In fact, the entire plant contains a certain 
amount of rubbe-

delivered at the Bsrkeley T. M. C. A. 
last evening in the Association 
gym- 


nasium. M. J. White, who for the past 
thirteen years has been secretary of the 
California Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children and for many years 
previous to that engaged in charitable 
work, told of the child rescue work ac- 
complished by his society. 


In opening his address "White pleaded 


Tor support to the proposed bond issue 
to provide playgrounds in Berkeley and 
pointed out the benefits which accrue to 
children of all classes. 
He had found 


in his experience that in districts where 
playgrounds 
are maintained the per- 


centage of crime and delinquency is con- 
siderably less. 
The diversion keeps the 


child active in healthful sport and exer- 
cise and the atmosphere 
of the play- 


ground, the spirit of play and youthful 
enjoyment is very often 
carried 
Into 


homes where it is sadly in need. 


ORGANIZED SINCE 1874. 


The California Society for Prevention 


of Cruelty to Children is one of the old- 
est societies of its kind, having been 
organized since 1874, and has handled 
since that time something over 100,000 
cases and now averages about 225 cases 


month. These figures give, some idea 


of the importance of the work, and the 
necessity of enlisting public support and 
sympathy In the movement to Improve 
the conditions which cause such deplor- 
able cases of indifference and neglect to 
the welfare of children. White said. 


White included slides of "Baby Farms,~ 


places where Indifferent parents might 
leave their young ones for a considera- 
tion of money, and in most cases the 
pictures showed conditions under which 
children "were compelled to live which 
were repulsive in the extreme. 


BAN. IS ESTABLISHED. 


An effectual ban- was placed on insti- 


tutions of this kind in 1903 by the pass- 
age of a law placing them under the 
regulation and control of constituted au- 
thorities and much credit is due White 
for his efforts in securing its adoption. 


Ninety-nine per cent of the misery in- 


flicted upon children Is due to the ad- 
diction of the parents to excessive use 
of liquor. White declared. 
Humane of- 


ficers are generally thought of as hard- 
hearted creatures, who know nothing of 
the finer feelings of mother love, arid 
are often condemned for separating chil- 
dren from their parents. 


It Is the policy of these officers never 


to break the family ties If there Is the 
slightest chance for Improvement which 
would naturally be beneficial to the child. 
They recognize tho fact that there Is 
no place like home for the child, but 
when the environment of that-home be- 
comes such as to Influence children to 
Immoral and worthless lives, when tho 
parents become Irresponsible and Indif- 
ferent to their duty to their 
offspring 


from the exoesirtve use of liquor, these 
ftfdjetles 
are the Jbnly means of se- 


curing for the child the environment, tho 
care and the teaching which are their 
birthright, and tho duty of every parent 
to provide. 


MUST BE TAKEN AWAY. 


Experience shows that once a family 


ha» continued In this state, thero Is lit- 
tle chance that the child will ever have 
anything but tho example of Immorali- 
ty and Intemperance 
before him, ana 


for his own good It Is better that ho be 
taken from his parents and placed In an 
environment conducive of decency and 
right living. 
While the wort of his society Is con- 


fined 
more or less to San Francisco, 


White haa had cases In Berkeley, and 
he expressed his appreciation of tho co- 
operation and assistance he had always 
received from Chief of Police August Voll- 
mer and the Berkeley authorities general- 
ly on every occasion he has Sad to car 
upon them.

of reason and knows that, throughout Its

The first "special room" was estab- 


lished In January, 1911, when Mrs. HIcksy 
then doing post graduate ' work in child 
training at the University of- 'Chicago, 
came here to take charge of 'the work.:

The time taken in giving answers 
Is carefully noted. Memory is tested by 
the use of figures and designs, and simple 
puzzles show the child's reasoning pow- 
ers. The child.'s control over muscles, his 
breathing, tils strength, are all tested by 
the dynamometer, or hand-grip' Indicator, 
the spinometer, and other devices, and 
his sense of time, is Investigated by a 
delicate electrical contrivance which shows 
every variation in his movements. Per- 
ception, association, or the power of as- 
sociating events or objects, imagination, 
memory and controlled sanctions are also 
tested. The. history of the child-Is. gone 
into, his environment investigated, the 
physical condition of his parents ascer- 
tained, and a dozen and one questions 
asked.

reads, and is In a fair way to bo as In- 
telligent as any other girl. 
We had,.a 


boy once who lived with an old'woman 
and had never heard a spoken-word. It 
was thought ho was deaf and-'dumb. "We 
found, however, that ho could imitate the 
sounds of birds and- animals. He simply 
did not know speech. •' We taught him to 
talk, nnd now, while his enunciation is 
clogged, he la able to speak, and will, in 
a short time be a r">rf<"?t specimen. It 
was a clear case of nothing but sense 
deprivation. Of course, ho- is an excep- 
tional case, .but it Is our .business to deal 
with exceptional cases. . The 
regular 


schools deal with the unexceptional. 


"Our-ungraded rooms for boys, such as 


truants, or those with other bad habits, 
usually classed.as.'difflcult:cases,' aro-do- 
ing good work.

Children are always deeply interested 


in all forms of marine life as depicted 
along sea beaches and in the adjacent 
shallow waters. 
Kelp, 
star-fish, 
sea- 


mosses, sea-weeds, crabs, sea-anemones, 
sea-urchins, Jelly-fish, shells and pebbles, 
not to mention the unceasing movements 
of the' great ocean itself, all have a 
strange fascination for both young and 
Old.. 


I well remember a visit which I made to 


the homo of my grandmother, when a, 
child, soon after the return of one of my 
uncles from Australia, .where he had been 
engaged -in gold mining. This uncle had 
brought to my grandmother as a present, 
among other interesting things, a col- 
lection of sea shells. The peculiar forms, 
brilliant colors and polished surfaces of 
many of these shells possesses for me a 
special charm. And when roy good old 
grandmother. told me that I could hear 
tho roar of the great ocean itself by 
placing the open part of one of the large 
shells to my ear and I had acted ac- 
cording to her suggestion, my wonder 
knew no bounds. 


Tears afterwards the marvel was ex- 


plained when I learned that the roaring 
was produced by tho slight movements of 
the hair and ear against the shell to- 
gether with the reverberating reinforce- 
ment of the sound by the shell Itself.

Bohemia Industry Based on the 


Raw Product in 


China. 


Most of the cocoanut butter manufac- 


tured In Bohemia is made of Cochin China 
or Indian copra, which is received In largo 
wooden tuns. 
The dried copra Is sliced 


^d the fat Is extracted by oil presses, 
qulto a simple process. This raw oil con- 
tains soap fats and does not have a pleaa- 
ant odor. 
It is placed in large tanks, 


and the first step in tho refining process 
is the addition of powdered chalk, which 
absorbs tho soap fats and settles to the 
bottom of the tank. Tho oil on the sur- 
face is pumped Into another tank, passing 
through four or five filters as the second 
step in the refining process. It is then 
forced into a tank heated by steam pipes 
to about 270 deg. Cel. (518 &cg. F.). This 
process continues until the oil is as clear 
as crystal ana begins to bubble. 
It Is 


then pumped into an automatic weighing 
apparatus and run Into the molde, where 
it Is allowed to cool. 'Tho tablets or cubes 
are removed to the packing table. Part of 


Is also placed on the market in this form. 


The soap fats, combined with the chalk, 


are treated with sulphuric acid, Svhlcn 
dlt-sotves the c.ialk. leaving the fats float- 
Ing on the surface of the solution. These 
are drawn off Into tubes and are sold to 
manufacture!s of soap. 
The trimmings 


of the copra slices are made Into a pow- 
der, which commands a pood price as fod- 
der for cattle and pigs.

"The Daughters of Brahma," (Bobbs- 


Merrill Company) by L. A. R. Wylie, is 
one of the great books of the year. Miss 
TVylie has demonstrated before for us, her 
fitness for story-telling, in "The Native 
Born," which held for us all the rare 
charm and mysticism of the Orient. 
It 


was "Mi-53 Wylle" who wrote "The Ger- 
mans," one of the most Interesting books 
on Germany ever written 
Miss Wylie 


lived for many months among the Ger- 
mans, and wrote from an Intimate knowl- 
edge of life among tnem. 


When "The Daughter of Brahma" was 


published in England, the London Dally 
Mall sa'id of it: 


"A remarkable story. 
"The Daughter 


of Brahma' is one of the most powerful 
novels of the season. It is an attempt to 
bridge over the deep gulf between East 
and \Vest, to contrast thought to oppo- 
site schemes of thought. . . The greatness 
of the book consists not only In its llter- 
arv ability but in its fearless character. 
It admits the evil on both sides, the fraud 
and bloodthirstiness of the Eastern, the 
brutality and hypocrisy of the Western- 
But beneath all there is. on both sides, a 
greatness which requires a poet to Inter- 
pret, which a poet actually does interpret 
for us.

are in evidence in this, her latest novel, 
"The Daughter of Brahma." 


STRANGE IS THE HERO. 


A strange hero, a strange heroine, a 


strange love story go to make "The 
Daughter of Brahrna" a romance of in- 
nermost India that Is intense and gripping. 


And yet it is more than a romance. It 


is a powerful exposition of the subtle and 
fundamental antagonism existing between 
tho East and the West—a noble effort to 
bridge over the deep gulf that separates 
them. 


The plot Is strong and striking covering 


a wide range of years In which the life 
of the hero is shown from early childhood, 
through education and marriage—indeed 
to the brink of a second marriage.

hero is David Hurst, a hunchback, the 
descendant 
of 
a 
race 
'of pow- 


erful, 
courageous 
men, and

the story develops the

traces 


his career and shows environment, hered- 
ity and love at work on his character,

loved even by his mother, who sees in 
him only the disappointing fulfilment of 
her prayers for a son; mocked by his play- 
mate, a little English girl, whom, in his 
childish way, he loves, David Hurst seems 
a pitiful impossibility, unequal to the vi- 
cissitudes of dangerous, mysterious Hin- 
dustan. Handicapped though he is, as he 
grows older, he dares and accomplishes. 
Mounting to the very summit of the Brah- 
min Olympus, he enters, the forbidden 
temple and beholds the living goddess of 
perfect beauty. She is Sarasvatl, the hu- 
man "idol of the Hindu faith, the daughter 
of Brahma, to whom the natives lift their 
voices in supplication and prayer. To Sar- 
asvatl, David does not appear the impo- 
tent weakling. 
She sees in him the"po- 


tent man and answers his call of love. 
She leaves the temple, abandons the faith 
of her ancestors to go with him to Eng- 
land. But soon she feels the veneer of 
European culture crumbling. Again she 
becomes the elemental Oriental. 
She 


flees, reaches India, re-enters the temple, 
becomes the "Divinity" ^gailn and her 
name the rallying cry of'a new uprising. 
But as David has grown into manhood the 
little English girl who once mocked him 
has grown into fair, generous, courage- 
ous womanhood. 
She comes to admire 


,him and love him, and when he returns to 
India and sees Sarasvati taken from him 
forever It Is to this playmate of his child- 
hood that ho goes for consolation and 
sympathy. 


Vitally intermingling the lives of t'.ie 


native Indian and the English, Miss "Wylle 
shows tho elemental play of race onVace 
and character on character. 
She por- 


trays the grim struggle—on the one hand 
for survival, on the other for supremacy 
—that has been going on for decades in 
this land of unfathomable enigma be- 
tween .the world-wide mystical cast and 
the new progressive west. 


PICTURES TRIALS. 


She pictures the trials, the hardships, 


the social life of the English in this land 
whose people, subdued but not conquered, 
are held by force of superior power and 
not by bonds of sympathy. 
She gives an 


insight into the lives of the natives that 
(•? not obtained hv the tourist, the soldier 
or the alien dweller. Miss Wylie knows 
her India through and througj, knows its 
bazaars and native villages, its wonderful 
temples and splendid barbaric rites, just 
as she knows her England, its insularity 
and prejudices, its traditions, Its patriot- 
ism and Its personal honor. 


India, with its weird native practices 


and superstitious unbelief, half-hidden in 
the murky veil of fraud nnd mysticism, 
fanatical, 
bloodthirsty, 
temperamental; 


England, with its stern possibilities, bru- 
tal certainties, cold reserve, skeptical hy- 
pocrisy and daring assertlveness, tower- 
ing, tiger-like and t/ieatenlng— these she 
portrays in bold antithesis In her hook.
